- JOINT PHOTOGRAPH EXHIBITION: The annual joint 
photograph exhibition of the Camera Pictorial- 
ists and the Kansas City Camera Club has always 


been one of the most popular events of the sea- ` 


Son's program. It will be repeated for the 
month of November and approximately sixty 
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photographs by the members of each club will be 
installed in the north and south loan galleries. 
Some of the popular exhibitors are in active ser- 
vice and their work will be missed, but a repre- 
sentative group has been promised. 


MASTERPIECE ROOM: A superb example of English cab- 
inetmaking of the first part of the seventeenth 
century, a Court Cupboard, will be featured in. 
Gallery 14 for the month of November. This is the 
first example of so-called Jacobean furniture to. 
enter the permanent collection. 


The Court Cupboard, or as it was perhaps origin- 
ally called, the short cupboard, originated in- 
Elizabethan times and was especially popular and 
universal in the 1600's. The new acquisition is 
of the East Anglian type; that is, with an open 
lower part resembling & table and an elaborate 
upper section of a built-in cabinet. .It is of oak 
with intricate inlay of ebony and boxwood and has 
the usual bulbous supports with elaborate carving 
in naturalistic and animal designs. Especial 
interest attaches to this example as it formerly 
belonged to the English poet Lord Byron and was 
part of thé distinguished co ew in his resi- 
dence at Newstead Abbey. 


WEDNESDAY EVENING LECTURE SERIES: 

November 4: The opening lecture will serve as an 
introduction to the course and will include a sur- 
vey of French Painting to the end of the 18th cen- 
tury. The Gallery Collection, augmented by im- 
portant loans, offers a PIPAS survey for 
this first lecture. 


November 11: David and the Neo-Classic Revival. 
This fascinating and contradictory painter revived 
. an interest in draughtsmanship and composition” 
which is an important background for the 19th cen- 
tury. Best known for his cold and empty canvases 
of Roman subjects, his fame today rests in his 
superb and AL portraits. 


November 18: Ingres. Perhaps the greatest draugh 
man of the French School, Ingres lived until 1867 | 
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and in spite of the fact that his work was 
scorned by the younger men, the subsequent 
movements of Romanticism and Realism owe much 
to him. 


November 25: Thanksgiving Eve there will be no 
lecture and the series w111 be resumed on 
December 2.
